LONDON, Aug. 3.—The town

wireless Bolsheviki military report re- 


ceived here this evening. 
The wireless says: 


“Following a bombardment of On- 
ega the enemy landed and took the 
town, the northern part of which was

The town of Onega ts situated on 
the Gulf of Onega, an arm of 
White sea lying to the west of Arch- 
angel. Late in July Major-General 
William EE. Ironsides, commander-in- 
chief on the Archangel front, reported 
to London that the Russian troops had 
mutinied, joined the Bolsheviki and 
handed the town of Onega and the 
Onega front to the Bolsheviki. 

The Bolsheviki also tried to take 
the railroad front, where a few Brit- 
ish were stationed with the Russians, 
but were repulsed. No British troops 
were on the Onega front. A despatch 
from London Saturday night qnoted a 
Bolsheviki official communication, 
dated Friday, as saying that the Bol- 
sheviki had ‘advanced 27 miles 
northward of Onega.

White Book Published at Weimar 
Throws Interesting Light on 
Country's Plans 


BPRLIN, Aug 2.—The “white 


book" published at Welmar on Thurs- | Mr 


day, contains all the documents re- 
lating to the period from August 13th 
to November 11th last, dealing with 
the peace offer of the German govern- 
ment and the allies, One of the most 
important negotiations dealt with by 
the white bodk is tne conference in 
which Emperor William took part 
at Spa on August 14th, 1918, at which 
it was decided that General Luden- 
dorffs decaration that the war could 
be won was wrong, and that an under- 
standing between Germany and the 
enemy must be reached 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg and 
Dr. Michaelis, Imperial chancellor, 
thought it would be possible for the 
Germans to remain in French ter- 
ritoryy and thus retain a plédge for 
the peace negotiations, the documents 
stow. The previous belief that the 
attempt to start negotiations must 
be made through a neutral was aiter- 
led by this conference. Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg was atill opposed 
to a direct appeal to the enemy, while 
sanctioning the idea of working 
through a neutral power. Meanwhile 
Austria had to be consulted because 
of the special plans she was mak- 
ing. 

September 2ist. 
developed a decision to appeal directly 
to the United States. Admiral von 
Hintze, who was the foreign secretary, 
is quoted as replying to a question 
on that date as follows: 

“On order of his majesty I advise 
an offer of peace be made on the 
basis of President Wilson's fourteen 
points, and that he be invited to call 
a peace conference in Washington 
after demanding an immediate ar- 
mistice, If our allies agree the form- 
ing German government will find a 
proper way to get the offer of Pre- 
sident Wilson,”

A SERIOUS FAULT 


About the easiest of all serious faults 
|for one to acquire is that of looping. 
| Its result is usually very disastrous and 
ja player who has this disease must 
| get over it as soon as possible, 

By looping, of course, one simply 
means that the ascending and descend- 
ine strokes describe difficult lines—a 
sort of a bow, years ago I used to 
call it the pig tail stroke. Looping 
usually results in the backward as- 
cending movement being drawn too 
close to the body and when the play- 
er attempts to bring the clubhead 
back to the proper line he completes 
the loop. The club hag been brought 


|pack inside the proper line and it 
descends outside the line, 
There are a number of other 


ways from which looping results and it 
is well for a player to know them. 
Looping sometimes comes when one 
forces a shot and the man who takes 
but a half stroke*is particularly sus 
ceptible to the fault. 
have heard some 
teach the method of trying to “throw 
the clubhead “ out,” phrases with 
which I am sure my readers will be 
familiar, I do not believe in this 
method for 4t too produces looping. 
The player who has the fault of loop- 
ing need not, however, feel discourag- 
ed with his game. For there are 
many fine players who have this ten- 
dency and guard against it constantly. 
A prominent example is Jerome Tra- 
vers, especially on the wooden shots. 
These are the principal causes of loop- 
ine. A player who has this fault 
should be able to determine which of 
the above is responsible in his case, 
So now let us look at the remedy. 
Every ecolfer knows that theoreti- 
| cally, and practically, as far as pos- 
jsible, the ascending and descending 
strokes should describe the same line. 
| Now then, the player should carry the 
|imaginary line out into the alr by the 
upstroke in mind, and always etart 
\the club hitting into that identical line, 
}It i@ pretty nearly impossible to make 
,the down stroke correctly if the up- 
jstroke is wrong. Many players who 
\loop do not make the half turn to the 
right complete enough. At the top of 
(the backsroke the shoulders should 
‘be at right angles to the first position, 
I point out these faults for their value 
but I want to make jt clear here to my 
readers that they muet learn to do 
{these things automatically. It would

The variance of their intereste is not 
sufficient to justify the additional 
complication of the machinery of gov- 
errment that will be entailed by the 
| creation of separate legislatures for

southern legislatures, such subdivis- 
ions would not be wholly inconsistent 
with the main provisions of the 
scheme in mind. 

Upon the two state legislatures thetc 
should be bestowed full powers of 
legislation in all matters affecting the 
internal affairs of their respective 
states. While it is obvious that cer- 
tain powers, such as the control of 
posts and telegraphs, customs or rail- 
ways could not be decentralized, the 
provincial legislatures might have the 
power to legislate in regard to such 
matters as agriculture, fisheries, 
technical instruction, muncipal inter- 
ests.and local government, local works 
and undertakings, licensing, hospitals 
and charitable institutions, direct tax- 
ation for provincial purposes, control 
of provincial revenue, borrowing on 
the sole credit of the province, factory 
legislation and private bill legistation 
in maters affecting the state con- 
cerned, 

To these estate legislatures might 
also be entrusted the administration of 
such a proportion of a grant for de- 
velopment and reconstruction as might 
be properly applicable to the provin-
